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A. discovery of rast import to tb* 


Northwestern farming interests is that 
North Dakota flax fibre may be made 
into an excellent quality of twine for 
binding grain. It can be manufactured 
several cents per pound cheaper than 
ordinary twine and is twice as strong. 
Millions of pounds of binder twine are 
used, and every economy in its manu- 
facture will be a boom to farmers. 


Malarial fevers are favored by light 


instead of heat, in the view of Dr. A. 


. A. King. They have been noticed 


to be less severe in very hot than in 
very clear and sunny seasons, and to- 
be lessened in foggy places. This the- 
ory explains the immunity of races 
protected by dark skins. Dr. King 
would keep malarial patients in dark 
rooms, and between attacks would 
clothe them in dark-lined garments. 


At Dusseldorf has been discovered a 


means of using peat fibre. It is stated 
that a fibre has been produced capable 
of being sp'in. which is absorbent, and 
which can be bleached and dyed. The 
vegetable fibres were first isolated and 
treated with acids and alkalis, the re- 
sult being a peat wool, consisting of 
nearly pure cellulose. This turf wool 
is soft, elastic and capable oC being 
spun in the same way as sheep's wooL 


A horse power is the force required 


to lift a dead weight of 33,000 pounds 
one loot a minute. To find the horse 
power of an engine, multiply the area 
of the piston in inches by the average 
steam pressure in pounds per square 
inch. 
Multiply the product by the 


travel of the piston in feet per minute, 
and divide that product by 33,000. If 
an engine is rated at seventy-three 
horse riower, it will raise 33,000 pounds 
one foot seventy-three times in one 
minute. 


An experiment of much interest and 


possibly of vast importance is about 
to be made by some Illinois capitalists. 
They have secured some land known 
as the Barataria Marshes on the west 
bank of the Mississippi, opposite New 
Orleans and stretching from Lake Sal- 
vadore to the Gulf of Mexico. It is 
proposed to drain and reclaim these 
lands, -which have heretofore been use- 
less. Some doubt is felt as to the suc- 
cess of the scheme, owing to the -rery 
heavy expense, but If it proves stccess- 
ful. it will be under cultivation of a 
territory almost as large as Holland. 


Luminous bacteria, interesting as a 


source of cold light, occur ehieJy or 
entirely on sea water. Mr. J. 73. Bar- 
nard, who has been studying them, re- 
ports that about twenty-five species 
have been isolated, but some of these 
may be identical or very closely re- 
lated. The organisms, which grow at 
varying temperatures between freez- 
ing-point and blood-heat, can be culti- 
vated on peptone-beef-broth gelatine 
to which chlorides of sodium, magne- 
sium and potassium have been added. 
The cultures may be made to glow for 
days at a time when supplied -with 
axygen. and a culture seven weeks old 
;ould still be made to give light. 


A Flower Clock. 


Probably the most elaborate floral 


piece in. the world is the great flower 
dock in the public park in Detroit. It 
consists of a great green base, with a 
huge clock dial, perfect in every detail. 
some seven feet in diameter. The va- 
rious dials and the hours are laid out 
accurately, including the hands. 


The floral clock is a permanent em- 


blem throughout the summer mor+hs. 
The thousands of flowers which com- 
pose it are all living. They are planted 
early each spring in the great base of 
earth. The clock is never taken apart 
for repairs until the late fall. It takes 
four expert gardeners the greater part 
of a month to construct the great em- 
blem. 


The flowers are selected from a great 


assortment, and more than 5000 separ- 
ate plants are required to completely 
cover the base. These are arranged 
with greatest care, so that the colors 
will be in striking contrast The Ta- 
rious parts of the face may be recog- 
nized for a considerable distance. Even 
when the flowers have been carefully 
planted the clock requires constant 
care. The plants must be trimmed al- 
most daily to keep the face clear and 
distinct—Jewelers' Circular Weekly.

To moisten them use five cup- 
fcls of lukewarm water and two eup- 
fuls of milk. The milk is used to give 
the rich brown color preferred by most 
people.

housewives use all water and add two 
tablespoonfuls of molasses. The milk, 
however, makes the cakes more deli- 
cate. 
Dissolve a compressed yeast 


cake In a hah! cnpf nl~ of lukewarm 


[ water; add it to the other liquid. Then 
add the liquid gradually to the dry 
Ingredients, beating hard meanwhile. 
Pour the batter into a pail that comes 
fcr the purpose, and let it rise over- 
night. In the morning, just before 
baking the cakes, stir a level teaspoon- 
ful of soda into a quarter of a cupful 
of lukewarm water and beat It into 
the batter until It foams. Then fry a 
test cak3 on a hot griddle, and if it is 
too thick, add more water or milk to 
the batter. At least a pint of the bat- 
ter shotild be left for the next baking, 
to use In place cf the yeast. To renew 
tire batter, add the ingredients In the 
same proportion as the first toe.

American Fire Fighters 


Are the Best in the World

of our idea* for fighting fire. Our steam fire-engine*, oar bra»» 
poles that bring- men down from the upper stories of their sta- 
tion-houses, our lunged collars that snap around, the horses* 
necks at a touch, are everywhere. At erery important Interna- 
tional exhibition of recent year*, beginning eren with that of 
Paris in 1867, American fire-engines and ladder-trucks hare 
taken prizes. At the Paris Exposition of two years ago an 


American fire-team from Kansas City, fourteen men under Chief George C. 
Hale, carried off all the most important honors at the International Fire Con* 
gross, at which were represented America, Prance, Portugal, Holland, Norwaj. 
Belgium, Switzerland, Denmark. Italy, Germany, Turkey, England, Scotland, 
Wales, Ireland, New Zealand, India, Austria, Mexico and Peru. Nearly 8000 
firemen took part in the competitions. The first contest was made "With steam 
fire-engines, on the banks of the Seine. About 100 engines competed. 
The test was made from cold water in the boiler. 
The average 


time for foreign engines in getting a stream from the hose was from eight 
to twelve minutes. Their streams reached about half way across the river. 
Iii five minutes and thirty seconds the American engine threw a stream that 
wer people on the opposite bank, a distance of 310 feet. The size of the 
stream was nearly double that thrown by the other engines.—From "Fire- 
Fighting To-day and To-morrow." in Scrlbner's."

•Many periodicals treating of these various subjects are published now 


In many languages, and the circulations of some of them have Increased 
wonderfully. A curious phase of the subject Is the fact that particular ar- 
ticles in these periodicals attract wide attention, and are often quoted and 
discussed In coteries which are not usually supposed to be interested In 
matters beyond the domain of the five senses. Some of these magazines 
in the labrary of Congress are kept under lock and key, and only given 
our for reading to known persons upon card, because the temptation to 
cut or mutilate certain select portions of the text seems to be too great for 
those of less than ordinary will power. 


Of course, there Is much of this literature of distinct value, especially 


such as relates to psychology In any direct or Indirect way. A great deal 
of it is ethical, and is of no value as moral instruction or teaching. A great 
deal of It is obscure, and some of it is almost as unsatisfactory to the in* 
telligent reader as a chapter of Paracelsus or any of the old alchemists or 
searchers after the elixir of life and the philosopher's stone. Even the 
many relumes devoted to palmistry may be said to have a raison d'etre out- 
side of their more or less fabled value as a. means of divining the future. 
They serve, perhaps, to draw the attention of people to their hands and 
to secure for them better care and more cleanliness. 


The cause which more than all else has led to a great revival of interest 


In this class of literature is, of course, the wonderful spread la the belief 
in. spiritism and the consequent deduction that the spirits must needs 
knovr something of the future of mortals and can be depended upon in 
some vague way to communicate this knowledge to the material world. 
Some look to the clairvoyant as the most reliable source of this supposed 
spirit knowledge of the Individual's future: others depend upon the reader 
of cards, the reader of palms, or the reader of the stars. But it can all 
be reduced to the one cause—the yearning of matt for immortality and for 
knowledge of the future years of his present state.—New York News.

on the floor, lay Xaigna, brownish 
gray, the splendid 14-foot specimen, 
said to be the finest of her kind in 
captivity.

one of the men. "Take the rattlers 
over in the corner, and whether you 
knew they were rattlers or not you 
could see the poison in their eyes. But 
this chap—" 


"That's one of the characteristics of 


the- species," interrupted the snake 
man. "Harmless to look at. Harmless 
as far as pain goes, even in death, but 
there never was a surer death than thai 
following the bite of the cobra. It is 
thc quantity of the poison emitted from 
so large a snake which makes the at- 
tack so fatal. Likewise the method 
of injecting the venom. The fangs of 


^ 
the cobra are short. In the case of 
the rattler and the other vipers the 
fangs are long. A quick slash buries 
the poison at a depth where it is sure 
to enter the blood. But all the cobras 


^ have short fangs, and to inject the 


A} venom properly they hold on tight, 


like the grip of a bulldog, giving the 
poison time to be absorbed in the 
blood. 


"There is no easier death than that 


due to a cobra bite. The poison con- 
tains 95 percent of nerve attacking 
and 5 percent of blood destroying ve- 
nom.

lyzed by inches, long insensibility and 
thinking that he is on the road to re- 
covery until the last. As the end comes 
he sinks into sleep so gently

. passes off so painlessly that frequent- 


ly with physicians sitting by the bed-

6C to 80 at a time—while, according 
to a wise provision of nature, 
the 


young -of^ the venomous reptiles are 
born as in the case of warm-blooded 
animals, in broods numbering only six 
or eight at a. time.* 


"The diamond-back rattle-snake, for 


instance, brings its young to earth 
alive. The American rattler, in a scale 
of poisons, numbers omy about third, 
the fer-de-lance of the West Indies, as 
well as the cobra, ranking before him. 
The fangs of the rattler are long and 
sharp as the bones of a shad. Deep 
and quick they penetrate the victim's 
body, the sensation being as slight 
as the prick of a needle until the poi- 
•on begins to take effect, which is 
within five minutes. Contrary to the 
cobra's kites, the sting of a rattier en- 
tails tremendous suffering. Analyzed, 
the venom contains 95 percent of blood- 
destroying and 5 percent of nerve-de- 
stroying poison—directly opposite to 
that of a cobra. The consequence is 
that the victim dies with all the an- 
guish and pain of a full case of blood 
poisoning, all the suffering of a pro- 
tracted illness being crowded into the 
space of a few hours. 


"Of all snakes none is at bottom a 


more noble reptile than that peculiar to 
our own country. Never yet has a 
rattler struck before giving warning. 
The signal, as is well-known, is emit- 
ted from the rattles at the tail of the 
snake. In sound it resembles the far- 
away rattle of a mowing machine in a 
country meadow or the hissing emitted 
by the escape of steam from an ordi- 
nary radiator. 


"Among tie dangerous snakes of our 


own south, perhaps not another can 
ccme up to the cotton-mouth moccasin. 
He is one of the few poisonous water- 
cnakes in existence. But the bite is 
almost as fatal as that of the rattler 
himself. 
In the swamps and cane- 


brakes of North and South Carolina j 
the moccasin is at home. Here he hes 1 
awaiting anything that conies along in ! 
the fish line from frogs to minnows. 
1 


"In the reptile house, when we have ! 


a brood of young rattlers or baby moc- 1 
casins every possible care is taken in ] 
their handling.. The youngsters re- 
I 


quire more care than their older kind, i 
It is necessary to change their water j 
oftener and to feed them at shorter ' 
intervals. In a large glass box show- I 
Ing plainly from all sides where the 
little ones are located the babies are 
kept. 
The snake man detailed to 


handle them is provided with long for- 
ceps. After opening the door with care 
it is necessary to remove some of the 
brood near the water for the 
food 


trough to be cleaned. Oue or two of 
the reptiles are picked up netween the 
tain fore legs of the instnunent and 
thrown into a heap in the farther cor- 
•er of the cage. There it is amusing 


disturbed. The little ones coil into a 


spiral, their heads arc extended and 
with the tiny tail, as yet unpossessed 
of imttlfs, they perforn a tremolo, a* 
it warning the intruder away. 


"As to a chemical analysis of cobra 


poisons a curious fact is that two sub- 
stances having almost identically the 
same chemical composition can have 
effects so different on the human sys- 


j tern as to represent on, the one hand 
J thc best supporter of life and on the 
i other the quickest termination ofvthe 
j same. The albumen or white of an egg 
j snd the poison of the Indian cobra are 
j so nearliy alike in compos!?ion that it 
! takes the most careful ana'ysis to de- 
| termine the difference. It was the sim- 
| ilarity whicis for a long time baffled 


j scientists in finding a remedy which 
i would destroy cobra poison taken into 


I the human system. It was argued that 
| whatever was administered -o attack 


j the 
poison would as well attack 


the albumen of the human system, 
and that the cure would be as bad as 
the disease. 


'The effects of scientists toward solv- 


ing the problem of neutralizing snake 
poisons hive been unremittent ever 
since chemistry aii_ medicine have 
been known to man. In our latitude it 
is difficult io understand that the curse 
of the snake still rests heavily on man. 
But in India and in the jungle coun- 
tries of :?outh America the death rate 
c.ue to snake bites is enormous. Annu- 
ally the Indian list of cobra victims 
numbers ihousands, not to mention the 
victims fallen to tne venom of other 
snakes. 
The problem, however, has 


been solved of recent years; antitoxin 
the same remedy applied in the case of 
diphtheria, being the antidote. 
Even 


here in the reptile house we keep a 
vial of !ce liquid fresh and on ice 
ready for accidents/'

Cnriou. Ceremony l»_r Bnssian riluri«t« 


In the Holy Land. 


The traveler in the Holy Land will 


witness few sights which will interest 
him more than that of the Russian 
pilgrims at the annual Epiphany cere- 
monies on the banks of the River Jor- 
dan. 
A week before the festival it- 


self, says the London Traveler, crowds 
of these Slav peasants are seen trudg- 
ing along the Jericho road with every 
imaginable kind of haversack and car- 
ryall on their backs. Some of the pil- 
grims are old and weather-worn, others 
youug and cheerful, while a few, over- 
come by sleep and fatigue, are lying 
prone along the roadside. But some- 
how the whole . lot, young and old, 
manage to reach the banks of the river 
iu good time for the ceremony. They 
spend the night, perhaps, in the Rus- 
sian hcspTce at Jericho, where they 
simply huddle together like a flock of 
sheep. 
Before dawn the rooms are 


empty, and the whole crowd has gath- 
ered on the bank- where Greek priests, 
who will presently drive a most lucra- 
tive trade, await them. The principal 
articles sold are branches of trees from 
various sacred spots, stones from the 
Mountain of Temptation 
hard 
by, 


I plants from the wilderness and rosa- 
| ries with olive stones for beads. To 


i whatever religious value is claimed for 


[ these articles the Russian peasants im- 
plicitly give credence, and they will- 
ingly pay their money to obtain them. 


During the hours immediately pre- 


ceding the ceremony the motley crowd 
is occupied in prayer and" silent devo- 
tion. To many pilgrims this occasion 
is one of the greatest life can bring, 
namely to be permitted not only to 
visit the Jordan; but actually to bathe 
in its sacrea waters. Suddenly chant- 
ing is heard and the crowd quickly 
opens to let a procession of purple- 
clad ecclesiastics pass to the waters; 
then the pilgrims close in again, and 
station themselves along the banks, 
eager and watchful. And now, quite 
reverently a jeweled cross is laid by 
the patriarch on the surface of the

j than a dive is made into it by the en-

San Deigo, California, has two rival 
cattlemen in the persons of 
Adolf 


Levi and A. G. Nason. Competition
